Packing House Experts 
Chicago is the great meat-packing 
centre of the world. At least two of 
the large firms, Swifts and Armours 
have been developed and expanded by 
the influence of the sons of the found- 
ers. Gustavus F. Swift had four sons, 
Louis Franklin, Charles Henry, Ed- 
ward Foster andHarold Higgins. All 
were taken into the busines as soon as 
their education was completed. To-day 
each is an active member of the firm. 
Three are Vice-presidents, Louis 
Franklin is President. A few years 
ago William B. Swift, the youngest 
son of Louis Franklin Swift, was tak- 
en into the export department of the 
packing house, there to start learning 
the business of which he may some 
day be the head. It has been made 
clear to him, however, that the rise 
to that position will depend entirely 
on his own efforts. J. Ogden Armour 
was not intended to become the suc- 
cessor of his father, Philip D, Arm- 
our, the founder of the Armour inter- 
ests. There was another son, Philip 
Jr., to whom the reins were to be 
turned over. At the death of Philip 
Jr., in 1900, Jonathen Ogden stepped 
into place. When he did so he was 
fully fitted for the job, He had been 
busy in his father’s plants from the 
day he returned to Chicago after his 
schooling period. 
Learned Soap Thoroughly 
A few days ago the newspapers re- 
ported that Procter and Gamble, the 
soap firm, had developed a plan to in- 
sure the steady employment of their 
workers. That is not the first in- 
dustrial reform that this firm has in- 
augurated. Before it came _ pension 
plans, profit-sharing plans, disability 
fund plans, industrial conference 
plans, life insurance plans. The man 
behind this work is Colonel William 
Cooper Procter, son of one of the 
founders.Colonel Procter entered the 
firm in 1883, immediately after his 
graduation from Princton. He began 
in the soap-boiling department and 
learned the job from the ground up 
In 1907 he became President of the 
corporation, He is a modest figure 
Twice, however, in the past fifteen 
years he has come into the limelight 
first when he clashed with Woodrow 
Wilson in 1910 over the site of a 
graduate school toward which Colon- 
el Procter offered to contribute half 
a million dollars, and later, in the 
1920 campaign, when he backed 
Major--Gen. Wood for the Presi- 
dential nomination.

EIGHTH SEMI-MONTHLY CROP 
REPORT 


Issued by Department of Agricul- 
ture, Edmonton, Alberta, Friday, 
August 24, 1923. 


Crop conditions generally over the 
Province are very favorable. In the 
southern districts, wheat cutting is 
well under way; in certain districts 
it is half completed. Throughout the 
centre and north, cutting will be gen- 
era] next week. Severe storms have 
caused a great deal of lodging in 
heavy fields of oats and barley. Up 
to the present the Department has 
had no reports of rust. A large num- 
ber of samples of wheat have been 
sent to the university and to the 
Department where rust has been sus- 
pected. In every case this has been 
proved to be either a root rot or a 
fungus disease known as Helmin- 
thosporium, When this disease is pre- 
sent, the stems of the straw will have 
occasional dark blotches and the chaff 
in the head will also be affected in the 
same manner. Where the head is at- 
tacked it will be found that there is 
a discoloration at the lower end of 
the kernel, If the disease has appear- 
ed early, as it has in some cases, the 
yield will undoubtedly be reduced. 

Damage from hail has been some- 
what heavier than usual. Wheat 
however, promises to grade well, and 
will make the largest yield per acre 
since 1916, Officials of the depart- 
ment have made a careful inspect- 
ion of the province. Combining re- 
ports of this inspection with reports 
received from a numebr of regular 
correspondents, the estimate of the 
wheat yield has been placed at 24 
bushels to the acre, 

An agreement has been finally 
reached between the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics at Ottawa and the Pro- 
vincial Statistical Branch at Edmon- 
ton whereby the acreage of wheat 
for this year has been placed at 
5,956,461, 

The oat crop is uniformly heavy 
throughout the whole of the province 
On account of the lodged condition of 
a great deal jof the crop, it is impossi- 
ble to make an estimate of the yield 
There is no doubt there will be some 
loss in harvesting, depending to some 
extent upon the weather for the next 
three weeks. A considerable propor- 
tion of the oats has been cut 
throughout the south and east territ- 
ory and cutting will commence 
through the centre and north during 
the coming week. A large percent- 
age of the crop will be cut for green 
feed on account of the lodged condi- 
tion. The acerage on oats for all pur- 
poses is placed approximately at 
4,500,000 acres, 

Fall rye is practically all cut and 
will make a very light yield owing to 
the fact that it came through the 
winter in poor condition, The early 
spring being very dry in most places 
did not give the crop a good start. 
The acerage sown to fall rye during 
the present fall will be greatly re- 
duced. 

Barley is a heavier crop than us 
ual but in many cases is lodged bad- 
ly and will be difficult to harvest. 

Harvest Labor: 

The Provincial Commissioner of 
Labor reports that the harvest labor 
situation is now well in hand, and that 
ractically all the labor required will 
. available, although a slight short- 
age is reported in Southern Alberta.

NO REASON FOR DELAYING 
OPERATION OF POOL TWO

' There is no reason in the world 
why it should take two months to get 
the Alberta wheat pool into opera- 
tion,” declared W. J. Jackman 
secretary of the Alberta Co-operative 
Wheat Producers, Limited, in an in- 
terview with The Herald this morning.

The war taught Britain that ship- 
power did not make her invulnerable 
as of old, against the assaults of 
Continental enemies, True, the aerial 
attacks were not more than mosquito 
bites on the national body, but they 
can be developed with terrifying 
power for purposes of smashing in- 
dividual morale, and must be counter- 
ed, The British Empire relies on 
sea-power as its indispensable safe- 
guard, The rapid development of air- 
power might be taken as endangering 
the safety that comes of naval and 
commercial supremacy at sea. But 
great weights or large bodies cannot 
be moved by air, and as far as the 
human mind can see at present, no

JAP PREMIER IS DEAD 

Tokyo, Aug. 24.—Premier Tomazo 
Buro Kato died this afternoon, ap- 
parently from a complication of 
maladies that weakened his heart be- 
yond repair. 

Admiral Baron Kato was born in 
1859 and had a distinguished career 
in the naval, administration and 
diplomatic services before he was 
elevated to the premiership last year 

While the report was current early 
this afternoon that Japan’s premier 
had died at 1:20 p.m., official con- 
firmation was withheld until shortly 
after 3 o'clock. The exact cause of 
death was not announced, but the
